Hon. J ames E Watson of this city , 
Congressman from the Sixth district, 
has received 
a personal letter from 
President Roosevelt, in which the pres­ 
ent Congress receives praise for work 
done, aud lie urges the re-election of a 
Republican House and the continuing 
of Speftkrr Cannon at 
the helm for 
another two y ears. 
He reviews the 
work of the last session of Congress and 
predicts much more valuable work in 
the next. 
By being made the recipient of this 
letter Mr. Wat.-on 
has been greatly 
honored by t he President, and it showed 
that he enjoy s his confidence aud esteem. 
The text of the letter is i s follows: 


“ Oy ster Bay , N, Y , Aug. 18, DM®. 
“ My Dear Mr. Watson: 
“ I hear through Speaker Cannon 
and Representative Sherman that y on j 
have volunteered to give y our services j 
to the congressional commitree for the j 
entire campaign, w ithout regard to the , 
effect it may have upon y our canvass 
in y our own district; and I feel like ! 
w riting y ou a word of congratulation 
and of earnest hope for the success of 
y our efforts. 
“ If there were only partisan issues 
involved in this contest I should hesi­ 
ta te to say a ny thing publicly in refer­ 
ence thereto 
But I do not feel that 
each is the case. 
On the contrary , I 
feel that a ll good citizens who have 
the welfare of America at heart should 
appreciate the immense amount that 
has been accomplished by the present 
Congress, organized as it is, and the 
urgent need of keeping this orga niza ­ 
tion in power. 
“ With Mr. Cannon as Speaker, the 
House 
has accomplished a litera lly 
phenomenal amount of good w oik. 
It 
lias shown a courage, good sense and 
pa triotism that it would be a real and 
serious m isfortune for the country to 
fa il to recogui ze. 
To change the lead 
ersltip and orga niza tions of the House 
at 'this tim e.m eans to bring confusion j 
upon those who have been successfully 
engaged in the steady working out ot a 
great and ootnprehoiiive 
s ch em e for the 
bet torment of our social, 
industrial 
and civic conditions. 
Such a change 
would substitute a purpose!* - eonfu 
tinu, a violent and hurtful oscilla tion 
between the positions ot the extreme 
i ohc.il and the e x t r e m e rc.c imu.trv 
for the present onli rly progt 
along 
the lilies of a ca rdulU thought out 
)>.du i . 
“ fh e hit» -rests ot this Nation uto a> 
varied as they are vast. < ’ongivss must 
take account not of one na tiona l need, 
but of manv and 
w idely different 
na tiona l needs; and 1 sjaak with his 
tnrie accuracy when 1 sav that not in 
our titne has any other Congress done 
so well ill so many diffeient fields of j 
endeavor as the present Congress has 
done. 
No Congress can do every thing 
S till less can it in one session meet 
every need. 
At its first session the 
present Congress, ill a ddition to the 
many tasks 
it 
a ctua lly completed, 
undertook several tasks which I firmly 
believe it w ill bring to com pletion in 
its second session next w inter. 
“ Among these I hope and believe 
tha t the bills to prohibit politica l con­ 
tributions by corporations and to lower 
the duties on imports from the P h ilip ­ 
pine Islands, each of which has been 
passed by one House, w ill be enacted 
into law. 
I hope, and have reason to 
believe, ¡that favorable a ction w ill be 
taken upon the bill lim iting the num ­ 
ber of hours of employ ment of ra ilwa y 
employ es. 
These and one or tw o other 
measures, the enactm ent of which I 
have reason to hope for, are important. 
“ But. far more important are the 
measures which have a ctua lly been 
passed, 
ami as to these measures 1 
wish to reiterate that they are not im 
] Mir tan t in a merely (» artisan sense, but 
« re important because they subserve 
the welfare of our jwople as a whole. 


of our nation as an entirety . 
They 
are inqxirtunt because those who en­ 
acted them into la w thereby showed 
themselves to be representatives of a ll 
good Americans. 
“ In affairs outside of our own coun­ 
try our great work has been beginning 
to dig the Panama Canal. 
The’acqui- 
sition of the canal strip was due to 
the initia tive of C ongress; and the 
fa ct that the work thereon is now bej 
ing done in the most thorough and 
sa tisfa ctory 
fashion, is due to the 
a ction of the present Congress at the 
session just closed. 
Only this action 
rendered the work jHjssible and the 
heartiest acknowledgments are due to 
the far-seeing patriotism of those who 
thus made it possible. 
“ The digging of the^Panama Canal 
is the colossal engineering fea t of all 
the ages. 
No task as great of the kind 
has ever been undertaken by any other 
nation. 
The interests banded together 
to oppose it were and are numerous 
and bitter, and most of them with a 
peculiarly sinister btisis for their op­ 
position. 
This 
sinister 
opposition 
rarely indeed ventures openly to a n­ 
nounce its antagonism to the canal as 
such. 
Sometimes it takes the form of 
baseless a ccusations a ga inst the man 
agement and of a demand for an inves­ 
tiga tion under 'circum stances which 
would mean indefinite delay . 
Some­ 
times it takes the form of determined 
opposition to the a doption of plans 
which w ill enable the'work to be done 
not merely in the best, but in the 
quickest possible way . 
“ Had Congress been either tim id or 
corrupt, and had not the leaders of 
Congress shown the most far-sighted 
resolution in the matter, the work of 
building the canal would never have 
been began, or rf begun, would now 
have halted. 
The opposition to the 
adoption ot the treaty bv which our 
right to build the Panama Canal was 
securer!; a part at lea st of the opposi­ 
tion even 
now being made to the 
la tifica tion 
of the 
Sa nto Domingo 
treaty , which is one more step in the 
effort to make peaceful and secuie the 
waters through which the route of the 
can.il h els . the constant effort to de­ 
lay h i one pretext ami another the 
actual work on the canal 
a ll prove 
how < sontia l it is that if the Ameri 
can people desir© the P:tnama Canal 
to he built 
in speerly and efficient 
fashion they should uphold the hands 
iff those who in the present Congreas 
have so 
effectively championed the 
work 
“ No less praiseworthy has been the 
a titudont this Congress in continuing 
to build and maintain on a high plane 
r f efficiency the United State« Navy . 
This country is irrevocably committed 
t > the maintenance of the Monroe doc­ 
trine. 
It is irrevocably (com m itted to 
the principle of defending and policing 
the canal route. But its championship 
of the Monroe Doctrine ami its a n­ 
nouncement of its intentions as to the 
canal route would both be absurd on 
their face if the Na tion fa iled to do its 
duty in m a inta ining a thoroughly effi­ 
cient navy at as high a point of jrerfec- 
iion as can possibly be a ttained. 


“ Our external affairs are important, 
but our internal affairs are even more 
im porta nt; aud no other Congress for 
many a long y ear lias, as regards the 
betterment of our internal affairs, so 
mu.'h and such excelleut work to its 
credit. 
The 
tremendous socia l am! 
industria l changes in our Na tion have 
rendered evident the needs 
of the 
larger exercise by the N a tiona l G ov­ 
ernment of its power to deal with the 
brs m.'S use of wealth, aud « s(*ecially 
of corporate w ea lth, in intersta te busi- 
ness, 
It is not ktOO much to sav that 
the conn*© of Congress w ithin the last 
few y ears, and the hear tv agreement 
between the executive aud legisla tive 
departments of the N a tion in taking 


the needed a ction each w ithin its own 
sphere, have resulted in the Nation 
for the first tim e definitely entering 
upon the career of proper jierformance 
of duty in these matters. 
The task is 
peculiarly difficult, because it is one 
in which the fa na tica l or foolish ex 
tremist, |a nd the reactionary , whether 
honest or dishonest, play into 
one 
a nother’s 
ha nds; aud they thereby 
render it especia lly hard to secure 
legisla tive 
a ction 
which sha ll 
be 
thoroughgoing and effective, and y et 
which sha ll not needlessly jeopard­ 
ize the business prosperity which we 
a ll share, even though we do not all 
share it with as much equa lity as we 
are striving to secure. 
“ It is a very easy thing to play the 
demagogue in this matter, to confine 
one’s self merely to deuouncibg the 
evils of wea lth, and to advocate, often 
in vague language, measures so sw eep­ 
ing tha t w hile they would entirely 
fa il to correct the evils aimed at. tliey 
would undoubtedly succeed in bring 
ing down the prosjierity of the Na tion 
wdth a crash. 
It is also easy to play 
the part of the mere obstructionist; 
to decline to recognize the great evils 
of the present sy stem, and to oppose 
any effort to deal with them in ration - 
al fa shion—thereby strengthening im ­ 
mensely the hands of those who a d­ 
vocate extreme aud foolish measures. 
“ But it is not easy to do as the 
present Congress and its immediate 
predecessors have done; that is, stern­ 
ly to disregard a like the self interest 
of those who have profited by the 
present evils, and the wild clamor of 
those who care less to do away with 
them thau to make a reputation w ith 
the unthinking of standing in extreme 
opposition to them 
But this is pre­ 
cisely what the present Congress has 
done. 
Instead of ena cting a nti-trust 
la ws which were either so vague or sq 
sweeping as com pletely to defeat their 
own objects, it has given us an inter­ 
state commerce la w which w ill enable 
us to exercise in thorough fashion a 
supervision over the common carriers 
of this country , so as, w hile scrupu­ 
lously safeguarding their proper inter­ 
ests, to prevent them from charging 
excessive rates; to prevent their fa vor­ 
ing one man at the expense of another, 
and especia lly a strong man at the ex ­ 
pense of a weak man ; and to require 
them to be fully accountable to the 
pubblic for the service which to their 
own profit they render the public. 
“ The previous Congress, by the en ­ 
actment of the Elkins lawT ami by the 
creation of the Department of Com ­ 
merce and Labor, including the Bureau 
of Incorporations, had enabled us to 
take great strides in advance along the 
path of 
thus 
bringing the use of 
wealth in business under the supervis­ 
ion and regulation of the N a tiona l 
Government 
for in actual practice it 
has proved a sham and a pretense to 
say that the several Sta tes can thus 
supervise and regulate it. 
“ The strides taken bv the present 
Congress have been even longer in the 
right direction. 
The enactment ot the 
pure food hill and the passage of the 
hilt which render effective the eon 
trol of the Government over the meat 
parking industries are really along the 
same general line as the pmisage of the 
interstate commerce la w, aud are sec­ 
ond on 1 \ to it ill importance. 
“ l’erha|» s the (» eeuliar m erit of these 
laws is host shown by the fa ct that 
w hile they have aroused the deepes t 
anger of the reactionaries, of the men 
who make a fetish of wea lth, they 
have not satisfied the unw ise extrem ­ 
ist, and the present Congr**« « in achiev 
ing this merit has acted in the exact 
spirit of Abraham Lincoln, who was 
never to be frightened out of going 
forward by the cries of those who 
feared progress, cor y et to be hurried 
into the precipitate advance by the de­ 
mands of the crude thinking, though 
often w ell meaning, men, who are not 
accustomed sobeily to distinguish be­ 
tween phrase making ami action. 
To 
the men who come in the latter ca te­ 
gory a ll we need say is to bid them j 
possess their souls in peace.¡¡They have j 
advocated a ction ; but we have taken 
a ction ; ami the fa ct that this action 
has been sober and temperate has been j 
in no small degree the cause of its far - . 
reaching efficiency . 
To 
the former 
cla ss—to the reactionaries, who seem 
to fear that to deal in proper fashion 
with the abuses of property is some- j 
how 
an Attack upon 
property —we 
would recall the words of Edmund 
Burke: 
If wealth is 
obedient and 
laborious in the service of virtue and 
public honor, then wealth is in its 
place and has its use. 
But if this or­ 
der is changed and honor is to tie sa cri­ 
ficed to the conservation or riches, 
riches, which have neither ey es nor 
hands

Robert E. Mansfield Say s He Ex 


perienced Many Earthquake 


Shocks While in Chile 


Robert E Mansfield while at Indim a - 
l» olis Monday , wa*» interviewed on the 
earthquake situation 
at 
Valparaiso, 
Chile. 
Among other things of a gmieral 
nature he said much of the information 
concerning the disaster is vague and 
some of it is incorrect and misleading. 
Manv of the towns ami places men­ 
tioned in the dis(» atchc8 are incorrectly 
given and the geographical locations are 
wrong. 
The most of the business in Chile is 
done bv foreigners, British, Germans, 
Americans, French ami Italians taking 
the wholesale, importing and exporting 
tra*ie. 
The small retail 
business is 
largely in the hands of Spaniards ami 
Italians. 
„ 
“ There are few Americans in Valpa­ 
raiso. 
Not more than sixty altogether 
including the fa m ilies of business and 
professional men. 
“ During my stay in Chile,” he said, 
“ I experienced the sensation of many 
earthquake shocks’ but none of suffi­ 
cient violence to result in any consider­ 
able damage to property . 
About fif­ 
teen y ears ago that section of Chile was 
disturbed by an earthquake which gave 
a succession of violent shocks, continu­ 
ing through twelve hours 
The poor people of Chile ar» * the most 
improvident people iu th« * world. 
When 
a disaster befalls them they are utterly 
helpless.

Indianapolis, Ind., August 21.—The 
fact that Jam es E. Watson, congress 
man from the Sixth Indiana district 
and Republican whip of the house 
should have been selected by Prest 
dent Roosevelt as the man to whom 
to address the letter that is virtually 
the keynote of the coming congres­ 
sional campaign and a public state­ 
ment to the country at large, is a 
compliment that is making the Re 
publican politicians of the state feel 
very proud. 
Mr Watson paid a visit 
to Indianapolis last evening, and the 
smile that brightened his countenance 
when the subject of the latter was 
mentioned to him, showed that he 
was by no means insensible of the 
honor which the president had con 
ferred upon him 
The letter in full is 
a long one and deals witfl the work 
done by the present congress and out­ 
lines briefly the work that there is 
still to do. 
It sets out the president’s 
reasons for electing a congress in har­ 
mony with the executive’s views. The 
letter is the official statem ent of the 
Issues of the campaign as the presi­ 
dent secs it. 
Congressman Watson 
stands close to Speaker Cannon and 
will make a tour with him during the 
campaign. 
Ho has offered all his time 
to the congressional committee, and 
as whip of the house has considerable 
prestige among his colleagues.

letter refers to th*' fact that Mr.. W at­ 
son will give hts time to the congres­ 
sional committee, 
It is considered

oils the limit is a line one mile from 
the center of town.

places outside this limit are turned 
over to a delivery company and a 
charge of IO cents is made. Complaint 
that such was the case was made be­ 
fore the railway commission, which 
has supervision over all common car 
rlers. The commission looked into the 
m atter and called in some of the ex­ 
press company representatives. These 
men said that the law was non-opera­ 
tive on account of a supreme court 
ruling.

An eight-hour2iaw was already 
on tile statute hooks, bot, as is almost 
inevitable w ith such laws, there has at 
first been great confusion as to whose 
doty It was among the different offic­ 
ials to enforce it. 
Tins confusion has 
now been remedied aud the law is in 
process off thorough enforcement, 
lf 
this 
enforcement demonstrates 
the 
need of additional legislation to make 
this eight-hour law effective, I shall 
ask tor such legislation, 
“ I m ay add that uext year I shall 
ask Congress to put in the perm anent 
form of law th© provision I have made 
by executive order for securing to the 
wage workers under tit© Government 
halt 
holidays 
during the 
sum m er 
months, ju st as regular holidays are 
now secured by law for the salaried 
clerical workers in the classified ser­ 
vice. 
No 
Congress lins 
ever more 
clearly shown its practical appreciation 
of the fact th a t the welfare of the 
wage workers, and the welfare of the 
tillers of the soil make the real basis 
of the welfare of Ute N ation as a whole. 
“ We w ill do anything that can be 
done to fu rth e r the Interests of tim 
farm er and The wage w orker; and this 
declaration is subject only to one res­ 
ervation—which is, tiiat for no man, 
ami no body of men, will we do a n y ­ 
thing that is wrong. 
Our constant 
aim is to do justice to every man, and 
to treat each m an as by his own actions 
fie shows th a tjie deserves to be tre a t­ 
ed. 
W e ja v o r the organization of la b ­ 
or as we favor the organization of cap ­ 
ital; but on condition th a t organized 
labor and organized capital alike act 
in a spirit of justice and fair dealing 
and w ith dneTegard to both the letter 
and the spirit of the law. 
“ We heartily favor trades unions, 
and we recognize in them, as in cor- 
I (orations, when properly conducted, 
indispensable instrum ents in the eco­ 
nomic life of 
the present day; but 
where either type of organization is 
guilty of abuse, we do not propone to 
weaken the remedial powers of the 
Governm ent to deal 
w ith such abuse. 
We art- anxious to help, alike by law 
and by executive action, so far as in 
our power lies, every honost man, 
every right-dealing labor union, and. 
for the m atter of that, every right- 
dealing corporation. 
“ B ut sis a corollary to this, we in ­ 
tend fearlessly and resolutely to uphold 
the law, and to stengthen it, so th at 
we can 
p a t down wrong, 
whether 
done by rich or p o o r; if done by the 
most pow erful certioration or the most 
influential labor union, ju st as much 
as if done by the hum blest and leas! 
influential 
individual in the land. 
The fact th at we heartily recognize 
an organia/t inn or a kind of organize 
tion as useful will not prevent our 
taking action to control it or to p re ­ 
vent its com m itting abuse when it uses 
in wrong fashion the jKjvrer which 
organization confers. 
“ The enactm ent into law* of the bill 
removing the tax on alcohol used in 
the arts will ultim ately be of marked 
benefit to us in more ways than one. 
It shows likewise the entire willing 
aes 4 of those re*) tons thin for the h an d ­ 
ling of the present Congress to altar 
our revenue system, w hether derived 
bv taxation on imports or internal ta x ­ 
ation, whenever it is necessary so to 
"ho. 
“ We 
stand 
unequivocally for 
a 
protective tariff, and we feel th a t th© 
phenomenal 
industrial 
prosperity 
which we ar© now enjoying is not 
lightly to be jeoparded for it woald 
be to the last degree foolish to secure 
I here and there a small benefit a t the 
j cost of general business depression. 
I Hot whenever a given rate or schedule 
becomes 
evidently 
disadvantageous 
to the N ation, because of the changes 
which go on from Tear to year in our 
conditions, and where it is feasible to 
change this rate or schedule w ithout 
too much dislocation of the system, 
it w ill be d o n e : while a general rev is 
ion of the rates and schedules w ill be 
undertaken whenever it alt a1! appear 
to the sober 
business sense of our 
people that on the whole tile benefits 
to be derived from m aking such chang 
es will outweigii the disadvantages; 
th a t is, 
when the revision will do 
more good than harm, 
“ Ti©t me add one word of caution, 
however. 
The question 
of revising 
the tariff stands wholly apart from 
the question of dealing w ith the so­ 
called ‘trusts*--that is, w ith the con 
rrol of monopolies and wit h the sujier- 
visiou of great wealth in business, 
especially 
in 
corporate form. 
The 
only way in wit ic ii it is possible to 
deal w ith these trusts and monopolies 


aud th is great corporate wealth is by 
action along th© line of the laws e n ­ 
acted by the present Congress and its 
im mediate predecessors. 
The cry that 
the problem can be met by any chang 
es in the tariff represents, 
w hether 
conspicuously or unconspicuously, an 
effort to divert the public attention 
from the only m ethod of taking effect­ 
ive action. 


“ I shall not pretend to enum erate 
all the good measures of less im port­ 
ance which the present Congress has 
enacted 
into 
law, 
although some 
measures, as for instance the consular 
bill and tit© naturalization bill, are 
of wide reaching effect. 
“ I have said enough to show w hy, 
in my judgm ent, 
von and your col­ 
leagues are entitled^*© the good wishes 
of all those America® citizens who be­ 
lieve th at there arc real evils in our 
Industrial and economic system, and 
th at these evils can be 
effectively 
grappled w ith, not by loose declam a­ 
tion. but by resolute and intelligent 
legislation 
and 
executive 
action.

Aug. 21.—The increasing 
uneasiness over Insurrectionary m ani­ 
festations in the western part of Cuba 
were quieted to a slight degree last 
evening by a decree of President 
Palma 
appointing 
General 
Rafael 
Montalvo, secretary of public works. 
to be in direct charge of all military 
operations 
against 
the 
insurgents. 
President Palma also decreed the in­ 
crease of the rural guards to 4,000, the 
number contemplated in the bill in­ 
troduced at the last session of con 
grass. 
Many men who served as offi­ 
cers in the Cuban revolutions against 
Spain today visited or telegraphed to 
President Palma tendering him their 
services for the suppression of the in 
correction. 
A 
special 
train 
took 
100 
rural 
guards from Santa Clara and fifty ar­ 
tillerymen from Havana to Pinar del 
Rio. 
Not even the railroad officials 
have been Informed of the proofs© 
point 
of 
disembarkation 
of 
these 
forces. 
It is evident that the Pinar del Rio 
insurgents are coneentrating in the 
Vicinity of the city of Pinar del Rio. 
intent on occupying it for their head 
quarters. 
Several more arrests were 
made yesterday in Havana of persona 
suspected of aiding the insurrection. 
Some small quantities of arms and 
ammunition have been seized.
